About 7.400 troops of the 1st 
Brigade are slated to begin the 
transfer to Hawaii in about a 
week. 
Meanwhile, a Ranger patrol 
of the division’s 3rd Brigade— 
which is staying in Vietnam- 
scored an ambush victory over 
the Viet Cong. The U.S. Com­ 
mand said six of the enemy 
were killed when the Rangers 
ambushed two sampans on a 
river 22 miles southwest of Sai­ 
gon.

Th e sh otgu n approach of President N ix ons 
program to com bat A m erica's increasing dnig 
abu se crisis u nderscores th e difficu lty in con­ 
trolling th e problem .

W h at 
wou ld h e h av e done with th e nation wh ich is 
th e m ost influ ential in E a st A frica0 Some 
weeks ago, I wrote asking h im for a cross-ru n 
on th e fu ll spectru m of h is v iews. 


He wrote me th e following letter ju st before 
h e was gu nned down. I offer it as a reflection 
of th e v iews of A frican leaders som e of u s 
h av e h elped gain power, only to find th at a 
friend in power is a friend lost. Here is th e 
letter, in part, as h e wrote it:

In m y v isits to th e United States 1 h av e 
noticed th a* m any people seem lo th ink ou r 
continent i< in a state of m ore or less continu ­ 
ou s anarch y and tribal w arfare 


“ A frica h as generally been wary of becom ­ 
ing too closely inv olv ed with th e United States. 
P a rtly th is is du e to ou r determ ination to 
steer ou r non-aligned cou rse and create ou r 
own institu tions to su it ou r needs 
We h av e 
seen in Sou th Am erica and in E astern Eu rope 
w h at h appens to th e independence of sm all 
nations wh ich allow th em selv es to becom e 
client states 


“ Th e m u ch -pu blicized activ ities of th e CIA 
in v ariou s cou ntries h av e fu rth er h elped to es­ 
tablish th e stereoty pe of th e u gly A m erican. 
V ariou s rev elations abou t th e A gency ’s opera­ 
tions h av e created a situ ation in wh ich people 
and organisations wh o innocently establish ed 
contact with different A m erican personalities, 
fou ndations and organizations h av e been ex ­ 
posed to g reat personal em b arrassm ent. 


“ IN TURN th is m eans th at people h av e be­ 
com e v ery cau tiou s and relu ctant to associate 
with any A m erican organizations for fear th a t 
su ch bodies m ay later be prov ed to h av e CIA 
connections! Th is h as h elped to increase su s*

“ It is taken for granted th at relations be­ 


tween A m erica and A frica will cool du ring 


th e tim e of th e present A dm inistration, as 


long as th e redu ced lev el of aid continu es. 


“ Some A m ericans m ay ask wh y cou ntries 


wh ich presu m e to criticize th em sh ou ld re ­ 


ceiv e any h elp. 
With in 
any civ ilized 
com ­ 
m u nity or state th e stronger, abler m em bers 


recognize th eir du ty to h elp th eir w eaker 


breth ren. A'd from rich er to poorer cou ntries 


is a x lep tow ards civ ilized international be­ 


h av iou r. 


“ In fact, su ch h elp does not only benefit th e 


recipients. Aid is a most effectiv e way of 


h elping th e donor cou ntries to prom ote th eir 


o w t i trade and of fostering a world order in 


wh ich th ei- own econom ies m ay grow and 


prosper. Th e old notion th at th e dev eloping 


cou ntries a re ju st sitting rou nd w aiting for 
aid is dead. 


“ Dev eloping cou ntries are doing m ore for 


th em selv es th an is u su ally realized. Th e mot-

world econom y ! It is ou r belief th at aid m u st

WASHINGTON — M ay be it's tim e for th e ad­ 
m inistration to take a realistic look at its tac­ 
tics in try ing to figh t inflation F or th ere is ev i­ 
dence of great u ncertainty and u neasiness in 
bu siness and financial circles th rou gh ou t th e 
cou ntry . 
Wh ile th e Wh ite Hou se flatly say s it does not 
Intend to ask for wage and price controls, no 
su bstitu te is being fu rnish ed to gu ide th e econo­ 
m y tow ard a m ore stable position. 
Th e Joh nson and Nix on adm inistrations h av e 
not h esitated to pu t ou t “ gu idelines” to h andle 
desegregation in th e sch ools—wh ich is, to say 
th e least, a com plex su bject—bu t wh en it com es 
to steering th e econom y , no com parable adv ice 
Is being offered. 


TODAY’S INFLATION is a direct resu lt of 
th e irresponsibility and lack of restraint wh ich 
often em erge in an u nregu lated econom y . Cer­ 
tainly , th ere is m u ch to be said against laws 
imposing wage and price controls becau se th e 
bu reau cratic m eth ods som etim es needed to su ­ 
perv ise th em are not palatable. 
Indeed. st>me bu sinessm en feel th at su ch a 
cu re is worse th an th e disease. Bu t no effectiv e 
alternativ e h as as y et been proposed. 
Th e federal gov ernm ent h as interv ened to en­ 
cou rage th e ta nks to raise th eir interest rates 
bu t th is is abou t th e only dev ice being applied. 
"Die th eory is th at it will cu rb ex pansion and 
“ slow down th e boom ” 
Mu ch em ph asis is placed, m oreov er, on ex ­ 
tending th ? su rch arge on incom e tax es. Tlie 
pu rpose, of cou rse, is to keep m oney flowing 
into th e U S. T reasu ry and preserv e at least a 
balanced bu dget, if not a su rplu s. By itself, 
h ow ev er, th is will not get rid of Inflation 
Th e ex ecu tiv e branch of th e gov ernm ent h as 
tried in th e past to u se v olu ntary “ gu idelines” 
and to ask th at wage increases be related to 
gains on tne produ ctiv ity side and th at prices 
be kept down. 
Th is sch em e was abandoned becau se th e la­ 
bor u nions paid no attention to it. Th ey con­ 
tinu ed to dem and h igh er and h igh er wages and, 
in m any insiances, th e increases w ere by no 
m eans ju stified du ring an inflationary period. 
Th e Nix on adm inistration indicated a 
few 
m onth s ago th at it wou ld not insist u pon adh er­ 
ence to th e "gu idelines” of v olu ntary restraint. 
A pparently it h asn't noted wh at h as been h ap­ 
pening since. 
Th u s, in 1,322 contract settlem ents negotiated 
du ring th e first six m onth s of th is y ear, th e av ­ 
erage wag? increase clim bed to an all-tim e re­ 
cord of 21.fi cents an h ou r, according to an 
analy sis ju st m ade by th e B u reau of National 
A ffairs. Inc. 
Th is is 5 2 cents abov e th e increase in th e 
first h alf of 19 68 
In th e constru ction Indu stry , 
th e av erage w age gain negotiated in Janu a ry 
th rou gh Ju ne th is y ear soared to 69 5 cents, 
nearly dou ble th e rate for th e sam e period in 
th e prev iou s y ear. 
Th ese figu res do not inclu de “ fringe" benefits 
or cov er su ch m ajor indu stries as steel and au ­ 
tom obiles, wh ose contracts will com e u p for ne­ 
gotiation in 19 70. 
Wh ile th e “ gu ideline" form u la h ad its weak­ 
nesses, th e effect of discarding th e wh ole th ing 
h as been to giv e labor-u nion negotiators v irtu al­ 
ly a free h and to mov e wage rates h igh er, as 
m anagem ent correspondingly 
h as 
pu sh ed 
u p 
prices. 
Th e answ er, th erefore, is not to forsake th a 
“ gu ideline" 
idea 
altogeth er 
in 
seeking 
re­ 
stra ints bu t to im plem ent it with m ore em ph at­ 


ic and ex plicite statem ents by th e president and 
th e C abinet concerning th e im portance of h old­ 
ing th e line Some concessions will h av e to be 
m ade on all sides to stop th e u pw ard m ov em ent 
of both w ages and prices. 
T3ie sim ple tru th is th at th e pu rch asing power 
of th e dollar h as been steadily declining and 
th at th e real incom e of m any people h as been 
decreasing y ear by y ear 
W h at is needed at th e m om ent, of cou rse, is a 
plan to ach iev e econom ic stability . Th is doesn't 
necessarily m ean th at th ere h as to be a reces­ 
sion or th at ex pansion m u st be su spended or 
grow th h eld in abey ance. 


ASSUMING THAT th e pu rch asing power of 
today 's dollar were to be u sed as th e standard, 
th e prim ary task Is to adju st both wages and 
prices so as to m aintain th e present v alu e of 
th e m onetary u nit. 
Mu ch m ore cou ld be accom plish ed by an edu ­ 
cational cru saae condu cted by v ariou s div isions 
of th e gov ernm ent th an by confining th e antin- 
flation cam paign m erely to argu m ents for th e 
ex tension of th e tax su rch arg e and th rea ts of 
m ore increases in lending rates by th e banks. 
Sensible adv ice of an econom ic natu re direct­ 
ly from th ? gov ernm ent itself, based u pon th e 
su ggestions of disinterested ex perts, h as long 
been ov erdu e.

Pentagon Admits 
Having Poison 
Gas on Okinawa 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pen­ 
tagon officials are predicting a 
top-level government review of 
U.S. gas warfare projects will 
lead to some policy changes and 
tighter supervision of the con­ 
troversial program. 
The military evaluation of the 
National Security Council study 
came after the Pentagon an­ 
nounced Tuesday that what it 
said was a previously planned 
removal of

chemical 
agents from Okinawa would be 
speeded up. 
The Tuesday statement was 
the first time the government 
acknowledged 
placing

States. And the announcement 
came only after news disclo­ 
sures that 23 U.S. soldiers and a 
civilian worker had been affect­ 
ed when a gas container sprung 
a leak July I at a U.S. base on 
Okinawa.

making their predictions about 
the NSC review, avoided giving 
any indication whether the re­ 
moval of some nerve gases and 
other chemical weapons from 
Okinawa will result in pullbacks 
of such materials from other 
overseas bases.

He said this should be done 
by the private individual be­ 
cause each picnic season peo­ 
ple become ill from eating pic­ 
nic food.

reasons food spoils in hot wea­ 
ther, the sanitarian points out. 
He said bacteria grow so rap­ 
idly in hot weather that in the 
matter of one hour or so food 
can spoil and cause illness whea 
eaten 
Among common picnic foods 
responsible for many foodborne 
outbreaks are chicken salad, 
ham salad, tuna and other fish 
salads, egg dishes, ground or 
chopped meats, custards 
and 
potato salads,

said. Keep these at a tempera­ 
ture below 45 degrees right up 
until the time of serving, he

T here is a wave of Mexican 
food being served at the drop 
of a hat. In fact, the spicy 
South-of-the-Border foods jock­ 
ey with Chinese and Italian-in­ 
spired items for top sales of 
nationality products.

And 
they weren’t in T ijuana or Juar­ 
ez. Before World War II there 
was a tamale man who pushed 
his steamcart along the streets 
of a small Indiana town. He 
was as popular as the fresh 
strawberry or ice man. How he 
got there with this particular 
mbbly no one alive can figure 
out. T he point is he was hawk­ 
ing 
real 
“ wrapped 
in 
com- 
husks” tamales. So the current 
interest in foods from 
other 
countries often stems from un­ 
expected encounters. 
Here is a variation on a fill­ 
ing family or guest fare that 
Is fairly inexpensive but mem­ 
orable. Serve with a cooling 
beverage.

tillas, Oil to fry, 2 tablespoons 
butter.

A one skillet breakfast is a 
charming way to start a Sun­ 
day with a rasher of bacon, an 
egg scramble and sauteed to­ 
mato slices all cooked (indivi­ 
dually) in the same pan. 
T omatoes often are overlook­ 
ed as tasty breakfast compan­ 
ions. 
Our great-grandparents 
served them with steak and po­ 
tatoes and biscuits for a hearty 
morning send-off. 
T omato history dates from 
the time when the red beauties 
were discovered near the Andes 
Mountains in the area of Bo­ 
livia, Ecuador and Peru. T hey 
have been a fundamental diet 
favorite in the American hem­ 
isphere but Europeans were in­ 
itially wary of our love apples 
and used them for decoration 
long before they ate them.
